day, rubbing elbows with the southerners, and who also has 
good conduct, and is a nice gentelman, I believe he will 
make good, and I believe more Major League teaus will take 
Negro's, However the men they take will have to be good, 
and there is no doubt you would be one of the men they 
would want.
